the force of public opinion that put an end

THE PTOOTUNG MURDER, 


PRUSONERS COMMITTED VOR TRIAL.

for trial forthe murder of the 

Gurkha watchman near he Intern -' 

tional Dock last month. 


“(The tnurder was committed un the oth ult. 
According to the report of a Shanghai con- 
temporary .a meinber of the River Police while 
making his rounds that day on the river near 
the International Dock on the Pootung side, 
discovered: a man's hand sticking out of the 
water. He made nin attempt to pull the body 
out of the water, but was unable to do 80, 
owing to some heavy weight which kept it 
down, He then sent word to the Police Hulk 
repitting the matter and asking for: help. 
Shortly aflerwards a party was sent to the 
scene, but the body had.disappeated. A search 
was instituted and grappling irons brought 
into service, While the party were engayed 
in their gruesome quest they were informed by 
a natve that soon alter the constable had gone 
away for assistance, two Indians had waded 
out to the spot and moved the body further out 
in the river where the falling tide would not 
reveal its whereabouts, After a couple of hours 
dragging the body was located and brought to 
the surface and it was then foucd to be that of 
an. Todian named Lashman. ‘Furpar, No, 1 
watchman employed at the International Dock, 
tt was completely hude and had a frightful gash 
On the top of the head besides two deep gashes 
on the sight temple, The body had been made 
fast to a massive iron moulding frame and had 
been twisted up ‘and shoved thraugh one of 
the openings and made fast by a lony red tur- 
ban which tho dead man had evidently been 
wearing when struck down, The rest of the 
boby hid also been secured in ¢'¢ same: man- 
ner, the turban being twisted about the neck 
and body tothe iron fiame. ‘the right arm 
was ed but the head was loose and stuck 
above the water when the tide fei, ‘The iron 
frame which was-tied tothe. body extended 
from the neck of the deceased ta.bis hips and 
struck out af both sides of the body and. weigh- 
edabsve t§0. pounds. After the murderers 
had.commitiad the deed they. had evidently 
carried the body as far as possible out into the 
river during low tide ant then dropped it, but 
one of the arms becoming loose and protruding 
above water at the next low tide, revealed its 
whereabouts. ” t p oe

There is great danger that piece the coming 
days these agitators will stir up bad feeling 
between foreigners ‘and Chinese. Many 
meetings have been held and the talk Is 
not-at all peaceful. “The native Christians 
wore taunted with having no patriotism as they 
t ind cai lo the agitation. They were told’ 
that thegwere in sympathy with the forsigners 
and had to bear many not very complimentary 
sayings. As a result: of these things the 
Obristians of all missions ‘have been holding 
meetings and preparing a statement of the cass 
as it appears to them. The last of these meet- 
ings was held in the Caton Hospital Church 
to-day and. was aitended by a Inrge number of 
men. The meeting was quiet and orderly, but 
showed a deop determination to stand up for 
Chineso rights, The gathering represented a 
following of perhaps not less than 20,000 Chi- 
nese. - A paper was presented and unanimous- 
ly adopted as follows :— ‘ 

To His Excellency Theodore Roosevelt, 

Your Excellency:—We the senders of this 
latter, who are Christians, have been admiring 
the national character of your country, knowing 
that your missionaries have contributed greatly 
to the spread of the gospel and of civilization in 
our land. After careful study, we have found 
that the foundation of your country is the prin- 
ciple, “Love your neighbour as yourselves,” and 
that your country does not depend entirely u, on 
military power. Your: securing for us our 
neutrality In the’ present Rutso-Japaneso war 
and your returning of the Boxer indemnity, 
show great kindness aod generosity. Our 
countrymen, as well as we Christiana, desire to 
express our sincere.and heariful thanks for 
these’heroic deeds,  ('nfortunately during the 
last few months some disagreement has arisen 
between the zovernment of your Excellency 
and .the Chinese ambassador to the United 
States. According to the, most reliable in- 
formation we are able to secure, the American 
government does not accede to the request of 
our ambassador that the law should be made 
more liberal instead of more severe. ' For ten 
long years the Chinese have found it very diffi- 
cult toenter the United States, no matter of what 
clas the persun applying may be nor under what 


‘circumstances he attempisto secure anentrance, 


The announcement that this treaty would be 
renewed, and that it would be ‘made much 
more severe, caused great unhappiness and 


Hrong reseniment among the Chinese people. 

“We had trusted that the new treaty would be 
more generous, and we were greatly encourag- 
ed to believe in the justice of this hope when 
we read the following words from the -pen of. 
Hon, Joba W. Foster; Ex-Secretary of State 
ofthe United States of America. ‘The words 
are taken from an address delivered before the 
National Geographical Society of America in 
November 1904 printed in the National Gco- 
graphic Magazine of December 1904. ‘ 

“Tt am pleased to say that under the new 
administration of Chinese eared teem under 
the Department of Commerce and Labour some 
amelioration of the harsh rules has been ex- 
perienced, and it is anticipated that the new 
treaty being negocinted between the two govern- 
ments will sweep away the regulations which 
have brought shame to our country . .°. it 
is highly desirable that the United States, 
which has been foremost among the nations in 
conceding the equality of that empire‘in its in- 
ternational relations and encouraging it to en- 
ter a liberal policy, should welcome to 
our es its merchants and siudents.” 

We believe that your Excellency, being o 
friend of the. Chinese nation, will aympathize- 
with the feeling expressed in the above state-” 
ment from another of China's friends, and will 
not think it strange that we haye tnken mea- 
sures to secure a more generous ‘treaty with 
your nation. The people are meeting together 
tn all parts of the empire, endeavouring to 
do what they can to secure again their priviler 
ges, fearing it may be too late after the 
exchange of ratifications. We do this because 
the circumstances’ compel us to do’ so, and 
also because we-feel that your Excellency’s 
people, who live so far.away, may-not fully 
realize our extreme grief and bitter sorrow. 
Therefore, we have drawn: up the following 
statement and we earnestly implore your 
Excellency to pay a little attention to this 
matter, ‘ ee: 

First This treaty ‘necessarily ‘involves in 
agreat den! of trouble other classes of the 
Chinese besides the labourers, 

A. (Merchants),—We do .not find fault with 
that part of the treaty which concerns the 
exclusion of Chin‘ se labourers, for we knew 
that-a large proportion of these Jabourers are 
with good teason offensive. to other men, 
But merchants are not included in this part of 
the treaty. -Now, however, we are informed 


‘that the proposed new treaty. classifies as 


merchants’ only those who own a share ina 
business, and excludes from this class managers, 
treasuress‘ and such persons, and likewise 
keepers of restaurants, owners of cigar 
factories and owners of laundries are excluded 
from the class of merchants. Now we feel 
that without the ald of assistants’ the owners 


‘of shares in a firm cannot carry on thelr 


business. Also the keepers of restayrants and 
auch men have -a capital of a good man 
thousands of dollars and.do a business cac! 
year amounting to several hundred thousand 
dollars. All these morchants keep records of 
their business, ‘which can’.be investigated, 
When ‘the treaty excludes “them from the 
merchants class we fea! that this is not just.

most influential viceroys and other high officials... 
Mr.. Curtis says, “thay could-not hava entered 
this country without suffering shamoful in 
dignities..and. humiliations if they had not-ac- 
companied the Chinese minister at Washington 
As part of his. suite” He adds, “ No Chinese 
gentleman, whatever his rank or wealth or pur, 
pose, enter the pat of San Francisco without 
suffering insult from its immigration officials, 
there.” a 

Second. The hardships which Chinese 
suffer in America by reason of this law. 


«A, [migrants at the ports of entry. —Chinese 
entering the United States, no matter whether 
they are legally entitled to enter or not, no 
matter what sort of passports they may carry, 
are obliged to remain in a certain wooden shed 
ab if they were prisoners, sometimes for two or 
three days and sometimes for twenty or thirty 
days, before ip d are-examined. No one is 
allowed to visit them before their examinatlon, 
When they are examinad, there is no jury with 
the examiner. Tha statements of the Obinese 
Are ‘not taken down and the wards .of the. cus- 
toms officials decide the case, The, hardships 
which the Chinese have to bear are many, and 
it is impossible to mention them all in detail, 
Such hardships are borne not only by labourers 
but also by merchants, students and travellers 
and they often write home complaining of their 
treaiment? . 

B. Chinese merchants residing in America.— 
Since the law requiring Chinese labourers to re- 
Rister was made, the officials have used this 
law as their excuse for examining the labourers 
and also those who' are not labourers, Thus 
merchants are troubled frequently by these offi- 


.Cials, and ‘are not suffered to live in peace, 


C. Chinese in (ransit, across the United 
States.—Chinese who are‘in transit across the 
United States bound for some other country 
are often ‘troubled by the customs officials, 
who ask them many questions and interfere 
with their affairs in. ways that are not neces- 
sary, Ifthe officials who question them. find 
some ittle fault with their answers, they are 
compelled to return to China, If they are 
Inbourers every one must be measured by the 
Beriillion system, just as prisoners are treated 
in Europe. What sin has the Chinese that 
they should be treated so cruelly, 


Thia treatment of the Chinese described 
‘above to your Excellency is stirring the nation 
to discontent and bitler opposition, and we 
hope that in the new treaty these cruelties will 
be greatly modified. We leatn that the draft 
of a new trealy prepared by the Chinese 
ambassador was very moderate, but that it was 
not acceptable to the American government, 
The Chinese feel that she treatment which the, 
penple have met at.the hands of the American 
government is the result of undue partiality 
of that-government (award: American thbour 
unions, Therefore some of our lenders have 
proposed to our people in all the ports ‘that we 
should not use American goods, thinking that 
in this way, by injuring American merchants 
we may indirectly injure the Amesican Iabour- 
ers, and 80 cause them to withdraw their undue 
opposition to the Chinese. We know perfectly 
well that this action will greatly disturb. the 
friendly relation existing between America and 
China, but we are compelled to take this ac- 
tion since there is ho better course apen to us. 
‘The weak cannot contend on equal terms with 
the strong, and therefore, we hope that we 
shall be justified, in the eyes of Americans ‘in 
opposing by this method the unjust legislation 
against our countrymen, : 


Ut is because of Christianity that the. inter- 
course between America and China has been 
so friendly.. Now this trouble that’ has arisen. 
breaks ovr hearts. We truly believe that your 
nation isa Christian nation, andthe nation layes. 
liberty and equality; and: that you desire to 
spread ,your. Christian doctrine among all 
nations, When Americaris treat our people as 


‘| we have described, this not only makes our 


nation cease to love your Excellency's nation, 
but it also causes our people to scorn Christian: 
ity. For this reason we cannot refrain from 
speaking. : 

We realize that we have no authority to'deal 
with a treaty between (wo countries, for that is 
the ‘function of the two governments, Yet in 
any course of action a government should seek 
to. secure satisfaction for the people, Our. 
merchants, both abroad and in China, have 
been tslegaphing to the goverhment, and now 
we have endeavoured to express to your Ex: 
cellency truly the feeling of the Chinese people 
toward your country. If in making-the new 
treaty you will give due weight to our interests, 
so that the undeserved hardships which have 
been suffered by the Chinese may be abolished, 
and we may recover such rights as belong to 
men, then our country will: trust your country 
forever, and the praise of a Christian nation 
will go through the whole world,”

MACAO'S TROUBLES,* ' | 
BAD LAWS REPEL CAPITALISTS. 
“WHY THE COST OF LIVING HAS INCREASED, 
(Spectal to the “ Hongkong Telegraph?) 
ae: ee , “oth inst, 
Agthe result of the: shortsighted system of 
administration ‘under which the Portuguese 
colonies have’ been yoverned, or are’ governed, 
the progross uf commercial and business entere 
prises has been checled and thwarted in every 
direction, Difficulties have been raised against 
the freedom of individunl initiative with the 
‘natural consequence that the cutlet for the 
employment of copitul has been greatly 
restricted, tr the dieadvantnge of the prosperity 
of the cotontes, e laws and regulations 
which have, from time to time, beea formulated 
b7 the Government and‘ by those who are re- 
sponsible for the management of the affairs of 


“ 


-. the cotocies, instead of tending to foster and 
‘and promote the freedom of commerce and the 


well-Lsing ofthe inhabitants, have proved in 
practice to actas a dragon merchanisand others 
engaged in industrial undertakings, Rather 
than inviting the investment of capital in the 
colonies these Inws and regulations have had 
“the effect of driving away those who have the’ 
best interests of the colonics at heart, and have 
had a particularly bad cffect on‘ the minds of 
those who have considered the advisability of 
'Taying out their capital in the country, 
" VEXATIOUS LAW. 

The ever-recarring innovations in our laws 
promoted by the central Government have rais- 
ed doubts and fears in the minds of those who 
seek to find an outlet lor the investment of 
capital in these colonies, the result of which is 
vevidenced in the rapid decrease in the number 
of merchants, Other causes which have com- 


* bined to lead to thig result have been the lack 


of initiative shown in the measures passed far 
the government of the colonies, the consequent 
decadence in commercial life and the higher 
cost of living, etc, etc. Besides these new 
Jaws and regutations, there are other obstacles 
to a healthy prosperity, such as the delays in 
certain colonial departments in giving decisions 
on the petitions and memorials of capitalists 
and ‘land owners, ' a8 

A merchant who decides to submit a proposal 
tothe Governinent for the establishing of a new 
industry, instead of receiving the prompt atten- 
tion and assistance of the Government finds 
himself, oftener than not, confronted with a 
thousand and one obstacles, and is subjected 
lo irritating conditions by the Government, 


* which seeks 10 make a profit out of his enter 


rise in the first instance rather than cncourage 
im ia his venture, In fact, the thethods of the 
Government are cniculated to drive an industry 
away from the colony rather than to induce. 
the promoter to remain and cnintribute to the 
colony's prosperity. 
THE CIRCUMLOCUTION DEPARTMENT, 

I€ it should be the intention of any individual 
lo erect new buildings or to reconstruct exist- 
ing. structures so that thay may be brought 
into harmony with modein requirem, t's— 
althougt the idea would make no demand.on 
the public Treasury, but rather contribute to 
the amenities of the colony by increasing ‘its 
attracliont—there is no effost made by the 

‘Government to: render assistance or afford 
facilities in carrying out the plan, The 
petitioner finds innumerable difficulties at 
cvery tum, He has to submit plans, on 
which modifications - are made, ‘and it 
must be remembered that these’ modifications 
invariably mean additional expense to the 
builder, and frequently entail an expenditure 
which he js cither tinable or unwilling to.incur,. 
Then new amendments are found necessary, 
and further consideration bas to be given to 
the matter, and the result of it all is that the

‘ending procrnstinations prove a thorn in the 
flesh and a vexation to the spirit of the meckest 
people, and long before a definite result is 
arrived at the petitioner is sick and tired of. his: 
original idea. In short, a proposal to improve 
the condition of property, to erect new build- 
ings or to renovate old buildings is looked 
upon asa sort of tinnecessary interference with 
the laws of nature, and the petitioner is regard. 
edin the light of a troublesome creditor in- 
stead of a benefactor to the Oolony, ' 

THE GOVERNMENT AND EXPROFRIATION,

* detriment of landed interests generally, 
A CHINESE PROPERTY OWNEN'S EXPERIENCE, 
A well-known Chinese property owner 
established in Macao made the choice of a site 
in the most populous district of the colony. 
He purchared within that atea a building 
which had been standing for tens of years and 
paid $10,000 for it. He spent on the property 
in repaita and renovations generally some 
. $2,000 more.’ After a few months, when ho had 
brought his property into something like ship- 
ahape condition he received a summons obder- 
“Ing hinv to appear before the Municipal Coun: 
cit, He complied with the notice that had been 
served upon him by appeaniag before that 
august body, carrying with him his title deeds 
for tha property and the respective documents 
rélating to the expenditure Incurred in connec: 
tion with same. His surprise can be betler 
imagined than described when it is stated 
that at the inquiry which was tuppased to 
is documents—which were 
vital to any consideration of the question— 
were never examined. He ‘was merely told 
that the building must be subjected to a modi- 
fication, and that-o Yaga of the ground 
would be expropriated, ‘In other words, the 
Municipal Council had decided that the pro- 
erty. in its original quadrilateral form should 
e reduced to a triangular shape, a diagonal 
Hoe cutting through the land.

‘These resumptions have also a projudicial 
effect on the revenue of the proprietors; the 
value of the property is affected as the results 


.of the “scare”, and the monoyed class are: 


driven’ away from the colony.” People with 
capilal to spare do not care to risk their money 
‘In landed property investments which are sub- 
ject to every whim and caprice of the under- 
strappers of the Government, . The-result is that 
these capitalists are obliged, in common sense, 
to give preference to. other places when they 
wish to invest their money, In foreign ports 
they find greater and better security for the 
employment of their surplus capital, : 
TAXATION, | 

As if these avils wete not enough to atifle the 
commercial vitality and development of the 
colony, measures are devised from time to-time 
with (he object apparently of drying up the 
resources of the people. Hy these measures, 
the cost of living is increased, the price of- 
the necessarie™ of life is raised all round, 
and all because the methods of taxation 
adopted are not imposed in such a manner as 
to fall on articles yhich are best calculated 
lo- yive satisfactory returns without unduly 
oppressing the people. Each innovation in 
{urn instead of tending ta develop commerce 
and reward industry acts asa decided ‘check 
onthe growth ofthe colony, Those who are 
compelled to reside at Macao are laid under 
heavy burdens which seem to increase every 
day. ft is for this and similar reasons that the 
cost of living in Macao daily becomes more 
expensive. : 

. STRIKES FOMENTED. : * 

One of the results of this condition of 
affairs is found in the strikes which accur 
at intervals. There have been .strikes by 
the caryo-boatmen, by the pullers of ‘rick- 
shas, by the manufacturers of joss-sticks, 
Amongst the people employed in boat-building 
and boat-repairing, elc, and it all means that 
inthe end the general public has to suffer., 
People have to pay more in order that the 
demands: of employers and laboureis may be 
satisfied. Hence the two industries which give 
einployment to a large number of Chinese in 
the colony—boat-building and repairing and 
the manifacture of joss-slicks--are now. in a 
parlous stnte and as a miatter of fact are in 
intminent danger of disappearing altogether. 

“These unfortunate conditions which handicap 
and penalise the’ joss-utick industry and the 
hoat-building trate will have a very prejudicial 
effect on trade, There is bound to be a diminu- 
tion in the quantity of joss-sticks exported, 
while the Chinese junka whith have been. ia 
the habit of coming to the port for repairs, 
etc, will be frightened away from Macao by 
the high rates charyed for the work required to 
bedone, They will find it to their advantage 
to go tothe neighbouring island of Lappa. 

LAPIA NENEFITS AT Macao's EXPENSE. | 

Briefly, these measures of administration, 
or sather. of -mal-admini tration, all tend to 
benefit Lappa at the expense of Macao, 
Tén years ago, Lappa was merely a small 
village of comparatively no importance, Now 
‘ithas become a little city of considerable com: 
mercial prosperity and it is prospective rival 
of no mean power in the immediate vicinity of 
Macag, thanks to the short-sighted policy of 
an administration which penalises Portuguese 
subjects for the benefit of a foreign country. 

A PLAUSIBLE DECREE. 


The Provincial Government, in view of these 
strikes, which prove conclusively the rise in the 
cast of living, should have been more prudent 
in promulgating new taxation; and should 
have even sought to diminish, the taxes, Un- 
forlunately they thought otherwise, as is evid- 
ent by the latest system of taxation. adapted 
with regard (o the consump'ian of pork, The 
proclamation decreeing this mew “measure 
sounds very plausible at first sight. The 
principal object of the Government, it is 
alleged, is to protect the traffic in swine 
by facilitating importation and exportation, 
and by assisting ‘in reducing .the retail 
price of pork, Whoever rends this decree 
would beconvinced that the Portuguese Go- 
vernment were sacrificing their own interest in 
order that the trade and the well-being of the 
native population of Macao might be promoted. 
But what adisparity there is between what one 
rends and what one knows to be the fact. 

THE OFFICIAL WAY. ‘ 

According to the slatistics that have been 
gathered through o reliable source, there are 
slaughtered each year in the municipal abatioir 
between {0,000 and 60,coo‘animals. . Takin; 
for our purpose the minimum figure, we find 
that the Government derive a revenue by the 
monopoly of $28,000 annually, and the 
Municipality some $3,000 or $4,000, derived 
from tnxe« on licenses, etc. By the abolition of 
the monopoly the Government will receive 
$30,000 annually and the Municipal Council 
$to,oco at the very feast, The pork dealers 
who are concerned in this tax are serinus- 
ly prejudiced because, whoreas they used 
to pay formerly 33 cents for each pig slaugh- 
tered, they have now to pay as much as $1 
per head. When it is femembered that 
the great bulk of the population—all the Chi- 
nese in fact—depend upon pork for their sus- 
ténance, and that it is hey who will ultimately 
have to pay the incrensed cost of slaughtering 
the animals, the prejudicial effect which this 
new measure will have is clear to- everybody. 

MISDIRECTED BENEVOLENCE,' 

The Government reckoned that by the abo- 
lition of the monopoly, thereby making the im- 
portation and exportation of swine free, they 
would be benefiting tiade by reducing the price 
of pork; but it did not occur to them that the 
business of importation and exportation was 
controlled by certain dealers and not by the 
vendors, who will continue to place on the 
market animals at prices which will suit 
them best,’ The posk dealers, whether they 
like it or not, will have-to buy the imported 
anlmals from these morchants, aince,. bein 
men of small. means, they cannot contro 
the capital ne¢essary to embark in the import. 
trade, and ara not in a position to competes 
‘against the virtual monopoly which is enjoyed 
hy the wholesale merchants. The ineyitable 
consequence of this new system will be: ©

are recorded in history, . It is only idle senti- 


-| ment, true, but one could wish that these old 


ships had rather ended their careers battling 
with the seas over which for so many years 
they had moved in triumph. It, would be an 
interesting—, ossibly endleas—atudy to trace 
out the whereabouts of the still existing East 
Indiamen, with their quaint galleried sterns, 
the China tea clippers with their sharp bows 
and “sweet entry," and the fine-lined colonial 
traders, But one feara that it would be a 
disheartening task, ending in naught but re-

ever may constilute a: nuisance or a menace 
to,the public health, and we, take itthat their 
duties are performed to the best of their 
ability.

cfforts to secure prosecutions under the: 


regulations of the cily partake of the nature 
of persecution, Yesterday the master of the 
Pant Beau, one of the Messageries Mari- 
times Company’s vessels, was prosecuted on 
a charge of creating a smoke nuisance. ‘This 
ig not the first time that the Messageries 
Maritimes agents at Hongkong have had to 
answer such 2 complaint. Their officers 
have previously been hailed before the 
Court at the instance of the Sanitary Board 
and muleted in damages because they 
failed to regulate the emission of ‘smoke 
from their vessels. ‘When it is remembered 
that the shipping of Hongkong is the life- 


blood of the Colony ; that the great majority’ 
‘Lof people are dependent on the shipping for 


alivelihood ; and that withoul the shipping 
Hongkong would be a barren isle inhabited 
only by a few troops and nayal'men, it will 
be admitted that some cgnsideration should 
be shown to those who are helping to foster 
the trade of the island. But when a Sani- 
tary Board official goes to the trouble of 
timing the duration’ of what he’ believes 
to be a “smoke nuisance,” and marches 
on board, watch in Hand, to Jay his 
complaint, it certainly seems as if the 
Sanitaty Board were benton harassing .rather 
‘than assisting the shipping of the port. It 
is the duty of a Sanitary Board official— 
who is vested. with the functions of a con- 
stable in this respect—to prevent the com- 
mission of contraventions against the bye- 
laws instead ‘of waiting until an offence has 
been committed. And it is somewhat 
peculiar that the Messageries Maritimes 
Company should be’so frequently the vic- 
tims .of official vigilance.. The fact-is that 
the Sanitary Board representatives will do 
more harm than good by their excess of 
zeal, 1f the conditions of the shipping trade 
are harassed and hampered. by pettifogging 
officials, whose time might be better spent in 
looking afterthe cleanliness of the city, the 
decline of Hongkong as the premier port of 
the world, so far as tonnage is concerned, is 
athand.

Monopoly under the law of which the Govern- 
-ment has the exclusive “ght of tobacco manufac: 
ture, although the cult, ation of the plant ig ‘still 
left in the hands of private tobacco growers. 
It seems that the revenue from tobacco was 
first obtained ia Japan by taxation ; but the tax 
on tobacco, which had been imposes from 
January, 1876,.was replaced in the same month 
of 1898 by the leaf-tobacco monopoly whereby 
all crops of leaf-tabacco reaped by tobacco 
growers were bought up by the Government 

which paid them according to ‘the. quality 
of the tobacco, The tobacco thus purchased 
was soli by the grovernment to private tobacco 
manufacturers al a fixed rate of profit, Later 
on, this monopoly underwent, some, changes; 
and while it w s-in operation, the Gove. 
ment realised a fur greater profit than, when 
tobacco was simply taxed. - Seeing, however, 
from the examples of foreign countries, that 
the introduction of the Icat-tobacco mono: 
poly was-only a step towards the establish. 
‘ment of the tubacco-manufactura monopoly, 
the Goverament, after careful consideration of 
the subject, contemplated for many years the 
creation of the latter monopoly, which eventu- 
ally superseded the other upon the enactment 
of the Tobacco-manufacture-Monopoly Law in 
March last. year, Asulseady pointed out, un- 
der this law, the Government has the exclusive 
right of tobacco manufacture; but the cultiva. 
tion of tobacco js still left in the hands of 
private tobacco growers, The manulacture of 
tobacco withthe leaves collected from the 
growers is undertaken by the Government at 
public manufuctories: to be established, in, 
vatious parts of the country; and the manu- 
factured tobacco 18 sold through wholesale 
dealers to retail dealers, and through the latter 
to consumers in general, Both wholesale and 
retail dealers are appointed by the Government. 
For the enforcement of the. Tobacco-manufac- 
ture Monopoly Law detailed regulations have 
been issued. The following are printed in the 
Financial aud:Economical Journal as some of 
the more important provision of the law :—The 
tools, implements, machines, and materials 
owned by tobacco manufacturers, which are to 
be used exclusively for thé purpose of tobacca- 
manufacture; are expropriated by the Govein- 
ment; and the buildings for use in the maou. 
facture of tobacco, “the land whereon they 
stand, and the tobacco-manufacturing, tools,’ 
implements, and machines atfached thereto 
| may also be expropriated at the option of the 
Government. suitable indemnity is paid, in 
such casts to’ the ‘owners thereof. » The 
articles for use in the manufacture or wrap- 
ping of tobacco and the tools), implemebis, 
and machines actually used for the same pur- 
poses, which do not comie under cither of the 
above: mentioned cases, are bonghe by the 
Government upon application of the owners, 
thereof, A manufacturer of tobacco who has 
not been appointed a wholesale dealer thereo! 
is entitled to receive upon application asumof 
money equal to twenty percent. of the average 
annual sales,af tobacco from his manufactory 
during the years, 1992 and 1933. In no case: 
however, may this sum fall below yes soo, 
The owner of any buildings and land to be 
ased for tabacco manufauture which: have not 
been entircly expropriated or purchased by the 
Government, is entitled: to receive an addi- 
tionat sum equal to one-sixth of the above- 
mentioned amount. The new Tobacco-manu- 
facture Monopoly Law came into force with 
respect to-cigareties in July, 1904, and with Te:

(Sir Joho Andérson) said that before the meet: |. 


ing concluded, he should like to be allowed to 
say with régard to the rather important events 
which were to take place on Saturday, that the 
Government hod ‘to thank those geatlemen 
who allowed Government the benefit of their 
services in connection with the taking over of 
the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company. The 
new board would consist of Messrs, J, Ander- 
son, W. H, Shelford, J, Romenij, A. G. Faber, 
J. Somerville, J. R. Nicholson, C. Sugden, C. 
Macarthur, W. P, Waddell with the Acting 
Colonial Secretary and the Acting Colonial 
Treasurer, This Roard ‘would hold ita first 
meeting on Saturday and he had no doubt that 


it would prove fully equal to the task ‘imposed, 


upon it. He need not say that that task was a 
very serious undertaking, but the fact that ao 
large sumber of the members ‘of the Board 
had already had much experience in working 
the concern, and had on the whole worked it 
with great satisfaction, the fact that these 
gentlemen had for so many years been able to 
work this undertaking with such satisfaction, 
and to bring it to the geeat point of success 
la which it had now come, was some proof 
that when the undertaking was transferred to 
Government, and their services would be avail: 
able, that the undertaking would start with 
A management in which the people of the 
Colony would ba able.to put some confidence.

make its own rules, He hoped now that this 
maiter was about to become an accomplished 
fact, that those who represented the Company 
and Government’ would be able to work toge- 
ther cordially and make this Institution the 
great.success it o wht to be under the direction 
of this Board.
